33.000 \nv Colonists Added To Can¬ 
ada's Population In 1027 
Through C.N.K. 

Approximately 53,000 new colonists 
were directly added to Canadian popu¬ 
lation In 1927 through tlio instru¬ 
mentality of the Department of Col¬ 
onization and Development, Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Of these roughly 35,- 
000 moved dlroctly through channel:} 
created by tho Department into agri¬ 
cultural or domestic service, farm 
training or farm ownership. Settlers 
moved from the United Sttacs by the 
Department's organizations totalled 
11,000, practically all of which are es¬ 
tablished on farms.

Was Great Shopkeeper 


Largo Business Built Up In England 
By .lohri Salnsbtiry 

John James Sainsbury, founder of 
Messrs J. Sainsbury, provision mer¬ 
chants, who has died at his home at 
High gate. N., London, Ting., at the age 
of 83, is described os otic of Britain’s 
greatest shopkeepers. 

He started as a boy in an oil shop 
in Drury Lane, and when he married 
at the age of 21 59 years ago — he 
•peued a cheesemonger's shop in the 
same street. He lived to sec this tiny 
shop develop into a colossal business, 
which owns more than 100 shops in 
London alone, and many more in the 
provinces. 

This business is estimated to be 
wortii nearly £1,500,000 ($7,500,000), 
and it is still in the Sainsbury family, 
all the shares being held by Mr. John’s 
six sons and six grandsons. 

From the time when Mr. Sainsbury 
began to make his Drury Lane shop a 
success he could never be tempted to 
buy anything other than tho best, and 
thia, combined with tho facts that ho 
tried always to present his goods in 
the most attractive way and to have 
them sold by the most attractive as¬ 
sistants, accounts for his success. 


Canada's amazing progrers in the last few years is challenging the 
attention of tno world. That progress is based not only on the great variety, 
extent and richness of this country’s natural resources, but is founded in the 
renewed laith of Canadians in their Dominion and in the confidence they 
have in themselves, a faith and confidence born largely of the really tre* 
mention achievements of Cannda during the years of the Great War. In that 
titanic struggle the people of Canada showed wonderful energy, displayed 
grew* Initiative, unsurpassed organizing ability, and hitherto undreamed of 
powers arid strength. Thrown to a large extent upon its own resources, finan¬ 
cial ami otherwise, the Dominion courageously faced all problems and did so 
with marked success. 

Few countries, if any, weathered the stormy days and difficult conditions 
of the after-thc-wav and reconstruction years as successfully ns did this 
Dominion.' Canadians became conscious for the first time of their national 
strength; the people discovered their national soul. Their former doubts and 
timidities,'their Self-depreciation, and what has commonly been termed their 
inferiority complex, disappeared, unci has been replaced by courage, confi¬ 
dence ami superb faith. 

In former years it is true. Canadians had successfully grappled with 
largo .and difficult domestic problems, but, in these more recent years, the 
Dominion has boldly taken its place in the world arena. Its position today in 
in the Councils of the League of Nations is an outstanding one, its place 
in the Commonwealth of British Nations is strong and assured. The score 
or more nations tonstttiuing tho Pan-American Union, including the United 
States and the countries of Central and South America, are anxious that 
tho Dominion should join them and give added strength and prestige to the 
Union, while other nations are encouraging the establishment of direct dip¬ 
lomatic representation with this country. 

But even yet it is doubtful if many Canadians fully realize the rapid 
growth and steadily increasing power of their own country, because, as a 
rule, tlie average cltlsen pays little attention to so-called dry statistics In 
which the growth of u country is set forth. In a recent speech at Winnipeg, 
Mr. E. W. .Beatty, president of the C.P.R., succinctly and Impressively ret 
forth a few facts, which will bear repeating. He noted, for example, the 
following: 

Every working day last year Canadians took from their forests, pro¬ 
ducts valued at $1,500.0 )0. 

From mines they took $380,000 daily. 

Every ^working day they increased their capacity for manufacturing pulp 
and paper by 1,000 tons. Canada now manufactures one-third of the world’s 
requirements of newsprint. 

Every (working day they added 700 horsepower in hydro-electric energy 
to tlie power already installed, and at the same time began work that will 
add 1,000 b p. every day in tlie first six months of 1928. 

Canada’s export trade last year, with less than 10,000,000 people, was 
equal to the export trade of the United States, when tlie latter country had a 
population bf 75,000,000. 

(Commenting on these aud other statements in Mr. Beatty’s striking sur¬ 
vey, a Winnipeg pape.r asks: "Is it any wonder that in the past two years 
the Canadian people have been putting $200,000 into the savings banks every 
banking day, increasing deposits in other financial lnstiutions correspond¬ 
ingly, investing in life insurance at the same relative rate, buying back

Washington. - - The United States 
Government was represented Satur¬ 
day by Secretary Kellogg, ns willing 
to sign a treaty with all world powers 
to prohibit the use of submarines for 
any purpose. 

The head of the state department 
disclosed this position in a letter to 
Chairman " Porter of the House 
foreign affairs committee, which 
discuftscd at some length the i 
Frothingham resolution proposing 1 
the abolition of nil undersea craft. 

The secretary emphasized, however, 
that while the Washington Govern¬ 
ment was ready to sign such an agree¬ 
ment, it would be Impossible for any 
country to abolish submarines and 
leave other nations free to operate and 
build them. The resolution, which the 
secretary endorsed, would provide 
that the United States "continue to 
use efforts to bring about tlie discon¬ 
tinuance of this type of vessel.” 

Chairman Butler of the House naval 
committee was called in by the for¬ 
eign affairs group for consultation 
and agreed the submarine could be j 
dispensed with only by the agreement 
of nil powers/ He touched upon the 
administration’s $710,000,000 new! 
warship building prpgram, saying it i 
proposed construction of 32 new sub-, 
marines. 

But he added that the Navy Dc 
partment’s total construction plan foi 
a 20-year period would approximate 
$3,000,000/000 and Porter said he re¬ 
garded this as "cheap insurance” for 
a nation as wealthy as the United 
States. The foreign affairs committee 
head contended that the United States 
must build submarines as long as any 
other country did. 

Representative Frothingham, Re¬ 
publican, Massachusetts, author of 
the resolution, said the world war had 
demonstrated the submarine was an 
inhuman weapon and that the S-4 dis¬ 
aster showed that its use in peace 
was hazardous.

Edmonton, Alla. The sale of the 
Laeombe and Northwestern Railway 
to the Canadian Pacific Railway was 
announced by Premier llrownjcc. Al¬ 
ter consideiable negotiations Presi¬ 
dent Beatty, of the C.P.R., accepted 
the offer of tlie line and agreed to in¬ 
demnify the province against future 
liability on outstanding live per cent 
bonds for $273,700, and in addition to 
pay the province $1,500,000 in cash, 
and construction and extension of tin 
road to a point at or near Tetford- 
villc, the extension to be completed 
within three years. The length of the 
proposed extension is 20 miles. 

This extension will provide that no 
part of the district is more than 10 
or 11 miles from the railroad. In 
making the announcement, tlie prem¬ 
ier stressed the fact that every effort 
hud been mude by tlie government to 
bring the line to Edmonton. He said: 

"In our negotiations, wc urged very 


strongly, upon the C.P.R. that con¬ 
struction of the line be carried right 
into Edmonton, but it was found im¬ 
possible to get this done at the pres¬ 
ent time.” 

The present terminus of the La- 
combe und Northwestern Railway is 
at Breton, and the proposed exten¬ 
sion will bring it to a point near Tel- 
fordvillc. The premier intimated that 
the deal with the C.P.R. means a sav¬ 
ing of $175,000 a year to the provim-c. 

The physical valuation of the line 
had been placed at $2,100,000 by John 
Callaghan, deputy minister of rail¬ 
ways.

And Smallpox 

Vaccination la Only Sure Method 
Of Combatting Dread 
Disease 

Vaccination is completely harmless. 

This is a point around which con¬ 
troversy,—when there is controversy 
—usually rages. 

During the war, the matter was 
abundantly proved by army records. 
There were over 400,000 men in the 
Canadian Expeditionary Forces. 
Every one of these men was vaccin¬ 
ated. They were vaccinated under all 
sorts of conditions and absolutely ac¬ 
curate lecords of the results were 
kept. 

Not only was there not one death 
but there was also not a single dis¬ 
ability of vaccination Doth Surgeon- 
General Fotheringham and Col. J. A. 
Amyot who was in charge sanita¬ 
tion among the Canadian t oops, have 
surveyed the records and issued state¬ 
ments. 

Col. Amyot noted that there had 
not been, during the entire period ot 
the war. any epidemic of smallpox 
among Canadian troops, even though 
they were in army areas where small¬ 
pox was prevalent und many Cana- 
d an sol Mers were in direct contact 
with smallpox cases. In comparison 
with this, there are the records of the 
Serbian Army, where vaccination was 
not practised and where the losses 
ti im smallpox was heavy. 

These records showing the harm- 
Icssness of vaccination arc supported 
by similar reports from the medical 
chiefs of the American forces. 

One of the greatest examples of the 
\ nlue of vaccination is the report of 
the work in the Philippine Islands. 

D:. Victor G. Heiser. of the Rocke¬ 
feller Foundation, who was one of 
thr »c at the head of it. described it in 
detail in a letter to Dr. Gordon Bates 
ot the Canadian Social Hygiene Coun¬ 
cil. 

In Hie past, the Philippines had 
been ravaged by smallpox. The 
( nth rate each year had been in the 
reii hborhood of 40.000 and. at times, 
had t x coded this. When the Islands 
were occupied by the American forc¬ 
es. \accination was carried out on a 
wholesale scale. 

Ten million persons were vaccinat¬ 
ed. Dr. Heiser says, without loss of 
either life or limb. The complete 
harmlessness of the operation had 
never before been demonstrated on 
such a scale. 

The results as far as the death rate 
was concerned, were immediate. It 
dropped from thousands to a few hun¬ 
dreds. Almost all these deaths, more¬ 
over, were among the unvaccinated 
and chiefly in sections of the Islands 
which were too distant to reach with 
vaccine. There were also a number 
of deaths among unvaccinated for¬ 
eigners. 

Dr. Heiser told of one or two inci¬ 
dents which should be noted. Among 
the victims of the disease were sev¬ 
eral opponents of vaccination who had 
been warned but who insisted on com¬ 
ing to the Philippines. 

Or one vessel coming from the 
Amt. .can continent, there were three 
unvaccinuted persons, all on different 
sections of the steamer and in no di¬ 
rect contact with each other, what¬ 
ever. 

En route, one of them contracted 
the disease. Before the end of the voy¬ 
age, the other two were also victims. 

The Philippine situation not only 
demonstrates that vaccination is both 
harmless and effective but it adds ad¬ 
ditional evidence to the previous 
records dealing with the highly con¬ 
tagious nature of smallpox and the 
swift and stealthy way in which it 
spreads. 

It is necessary to remember that 
no section of the population views the 
announcement of a new advance in 
the field of medical science with more 
scepticism than the members of the 
medical profession itself. The simple 
statement that a treatment will ac¬ 
company such-an-such results when 
applied to any given disease, means 
nothing. 

It must be backed up by cold and 
exactly calculated statistics. The re¬ 
sults must be checked and re-checked 
several times and verified by men of 
undisputed reputation, before they 
will be accepted even by a minority 
of doctors and physicians. 

Vaccination has been undergoing a 
searching test for more than u cen¬ 
tury. Each successive report only goes 
to strengthen previous conclusion. At 
present, the volume of evidence in 
support of it is utterly complete. 

The method used today is developed 
from the original discovery of Edward 
Jenner, the English scientist. The 
faults in his methods were technical 
faults and they have long ago been 
remedied. 

No doctor will say that vaccination 
Is Infallible. A successful vaccination, 
however, will, beyond the shadow of 
• doubt, fvrnish complete protection

for live to seven years. There are the 
records of case after case to show 
that an individual who has been vac¬ 
cinated at any time in his life, is prac¬ 
tically safe, decades later, from the 
more virulent type. If he does con¬ 
tract smallpox in old age. at a time, 
moreover, when his resistance i3 
weakened, the disease is mild and he 
soon recovers. 

It Is against the child, however, 
that smallpox seems to direct its chief 
attack and for the child, vaccination 
offers absolute immunity. It is per¬ 
haps. the best system to have children 
vaccinated first in infancy and then 
again, a few years later when they 
are of school age. Two vaccinations 
usually protect an individual for the 
whole of a lifetime and render an at- I 
tack of smallpox impossible. 

It is to be hoped that, in future, 
there will not be n repetition in Can¬ 
ada of situations in the past when 
it has required sickness and death — 
has unnecessarily cost many valuable 
lives to drive home the fact tha^ 
vaccination does what science has 
proved that it will do.

Fresh Water Theory Is Not 
Always Correct Way 

Most people, especially at this sea¬ 
son of the year, when flowers are so 
scarce, like to make their posies last 
as long as possible, says a writer in 
a London paper. Many are the ways 
of prolonging the life and freshness 
of the contents of the flower bowls— 
little tricks that the florist knows, and 
the homckcoper has forgotten or nev¬ 
er knew. Here nre a few of them to 
remind the unwary. 

Give each bowl or vase fresh water 
every day. Many persons insist on the 
water being changed completely, but 
this fresh water theory Is not always 
correct. Some flowers respond to it, 
such os roses, tulips, daffodils, and 
narcissi, because they thrive best in 
very cold water. Shrubby plants and 
chrysanthemums especially last long¬ 
er when their receptacles are just 
filled up every day without being 
emptied first. 

When all sorts of flowers are put 
into a single receptacle- and many 
people love an old-fashionod posy ar¬ 
rangement—watch them carefully, for 
often one variety proves harmful to 
another. Roses for instances are best 
kept to themselves. Violets should al¬ 
ways live quite apart from other flow¬ 
ers, and the early narcissi last longer 
when each variety is separately 
housed. 

A little salt in the water is bene¬ 
ficial to roses, violets, and tulips. Tu¬ 
lips do not expand so quickly and 
drop their petals if they are left in a 
cool place for the night.. 

An aspirin tablet in the water will 
revive drooping blossoms quickly, al¬ 
most magically, but they will recover 
only for a very short time. Charcoal 
and baking soda take longer to act, 
but have more permanent effects. A 
very small quantity of cither should 
be put into a jug of water. Let the 
fading flowers stand in this for four 
or five hours in a cool place, then re¬ 
arrange them in their vases.

He is frequently a cynic, but under¬ 
neath it all lie’s as soft as putty, and 
to me was always good for at least 
a dollar touch if he had it. I corre¬ 
spond today at long intervals with 
perhaps twenty different printers 
around the country. They all tell me 
my stuff is rotten and they never read 
it—but if a stranger told them thut 
he would likely get a good cussing. I 
might add that in all my experience I 
never met a dishonest printer, and 
most of thorn I knew in the roistering 
days when they drank like fish. 


The Modern Writing Pen 


Earliest Reference Ever Found Is 
Dated 636 

Quills ore supposed to have been 
used for writing-pens in the fifth cen¬ 
tury, though the conjecture rests 
mainly on ai\ anecdote of Theodoric, 
King of the Ostrogoths, who. being so 
illiterate that he could not write even 
the initials of his own name, was pro¬ 
vided with a plate of gold through 
which the letters were cut, and, this 
being placed on the paper when his 
signature was required, he traced the 
letters with a quill. The date of the 
earliest certain account of ihe modern 
writing-pen is 636. The next notice oc¬ 
curs in the latter part of the same 
century, in a Latin sonnet to a pen by 
Aldhelm, a Saxon author. Steel pens 
were first made by Wise, in England, 
in 1803.

Of Tailor 

The reader is not to suppose that 
"Whippin’ the Cat" has any reference 
to disciplinary measures as applied to 
the family pet. It refers to a well- 
known Scottish custom which is rap¬ 
idly becoming a tiling of the past 
says Geo. Riddell, in an article in the 
Aberdeen Journal. 

Before the advent of the new indis¬ 
pensable sewing machine, every vil¬ 
lage and country district had its tai¬ 
lor, who, in addition to taking in work 
at home, went wherever his services 
were required, and plied his trade at 
the house of his customers. This am¬ 
bulatory labor was called "Whippin’ 
the Cat." 

How the phrase came to be applied 
it is impossible to decide. Various ex¬ 
planations have been attempted, but 
they are too puerile for any one who 
is not a member of a folk-lore society. 

When working at farmhouses the 
tailor took his food along with the 
goodm&n, and this and a shilling a 
day was for long the usual scale of 
remuneration in certain parts of 
Aberdeenshire.

In 1926 the value of field 
crops amounted to $1,104,983,100. The 
total area producing the crops was 
56,000,000 acres. 

The average prices received in 1927 
by growers at the point of production 
are estimated as follows: fall wheat, 
$1.24; spring wheat, 99 ceiits; oats, 
51 cents; barley, 58 cents; potatoes, 
$1.17 per cwt.; hay and clover, $10.41 
per ton.

Disarmament Plan

lluvc Decided To \biindntt 10,000 Ton 
Vcsm'Is For 1 110 Proton! 

The British Government, It was an¬ 
nounced nt London, has decided to go 
■till further in its policy of naval dis¬ 
armament Indicated ntter the failure 
of the tri-partitc conferences. 

The building program passed in 
1925 provides for the laying clown of 
one 10,000-ton cruiser and two 8,000- 
ton cruisers in each of the three 
yeats, 1927, 1928 and 1929. The First 
Lord of the Admiralty, Right Hon. W. 
C. Rridgeman, recently announced 
that it had been decided to abandon 
all the 10,000-ton vessels for the pres¬ 
ent and that one of the projected 8,- 
000-ton tons ships might be carried 
over until 1928-29. Now it has been 
determined to abandon the latter ves¬ 
sel altogether. 

The net result is that In the two 
years in question only three 8.000-ton 
vessels will be laid down, Instead of 
four in this class, as originally pro¬ 
posed. Together with the elimination 
of the 10,000-ton ships, this will mean 
the saving of about £5,500,000 ($27,- 
500,000). It is understood that the 
program for destroyers ami sub¬ 
marines will remain unchanged and 
that construction of nine destroyers 
and six submarines will he included in 
next year’s program.

Cannot Be Successfully Run 

Without Help Of People 
A mistaken idea with 


some people 
\a that the newspaper is an individual 
proposition. If they don’t like the 
editor, they feel they must knock the 
paper and stand In the way of its 
success whenever possible. They do 
not realize that the local paper Is Just 
as much a part of the community as 
the schools, churches or anything else. 
The newspaper is different from any 
other business, It is n community 
affair. It exists to serve the people 
and not for any selfish object. 

You may not like the editor and 
the editor may not love you any too 
well but the paper he is responsible 
for does Just ns much for you as the 
service rendered others. There is 
nothing personal with It; it is here lor 
a purpose and that purpose Is to do 
what good It can in every way it can 
and the greater the support of those 
it undertakes to serve the better ser¬ 
vice it can render. It takes the people 
to make a good newspaper and with¬ 
out the help of the people no one can 
run a successful newspaper. It re- 
quires money to operate any kind of 
business even the churches and the 
papers are no exception and for this 
reason they must have the financial 
support of the business Interest as 
well as the good will. 

Few newspaper publishers make 
more than a comfortable living and 
scarcely one is reported wealthy from 
money made in the newspaper busi¬ 
ness. They deserve to be trusted and 
to be understood by the people it is 
the editor and not the plant that 
makes a newspaper useful In a com¬ 
munity, though a liberal patronage is 
necessary if the paper is to be a cre¬ 
dit to the town.

The 
parable of "The Seed Growing Secret¬ 
ly.” or of "The Blade, the Ear, the 
Full Corn," as it is also sometimes 
called, portrays the slow but sure 
growth of the Kingdom of God in the 
hearts of ipen. "So is the Kingdom 
of God," thus Jesus begins his para¬ 
ble. That is, what you see to be God’s 
method of working in nature is also 
His method of working in the spirit¬ 
ual realm. So is the Kingdom of God, 
as if man should cast seed upon the 
earth (as Jesus and the Apostles and 
His later followers have implanted the 
word of God in men's hearts); and 
should sleep and rise night and day, 
that is, lead his customary life, leav¬ 
ing the result of the sowing with God; 
and the seed should spring up and 
grow, he knoweth not how. "The 
Kingdom of God comcth not with 
observation," Jesus told the Pharisees.

Immigration To Canada 


Snhst:inti:il Increase Is Shown Over 
Previous Year 

Immigration to Canada for t lie first 
nine months of the current fiscal year, 
ending December 31, 1927, totalled 
J28,928, an increase over the corre¬ 
sponding period in 1920 of 14,893, or 
13 per cent. Of the total of 128,928, 
the immigration of British, United 
States, French, Belgian, Swiss, Scan¬ 
dinavian, Dutch, or German origin 
amounted to 92,055. 

In the nine months under review 
33,722 Canadians returned to live in 
the Dominion from the United States 
where they had gone with the declar¬ 
ed intention of residing there perma¬ 
nently. 

Immigration during the month of 
December, 1927, totalled 4,550, of 
which 937 were British, 1,284 from 
the United States, and 2,315 from oth¬ 
er countries.
